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i. Two comaand posts for the sector of the Soviet-Cznchoslovakian border 
Located west and south of Drogobyoh (49-21, 23-308) are located in Turke 
(49-09N, 23-02) aud in Ustraylki~Dolne (40—26N, 22-366208). Both of these 
command posts are responsible to oblast [VD headquarters in Drogohych . 

Source does uot knur what border posts are subordinate to Ustrsyki-Dolne , 
tut two border commend posts with their subordinate patrol posts are response 
ible to Turka. They aro as follows: 


ae Stank’ (49-01N, 22-55-10E): About 250 border troops are stationed 
at the command post located in this tom. Talf of the troops are at 
a border check point at one end of the tom, oni the other half ara 
at a check point on the opposite side of the team. the following 
patrol points are believed to be subordinate to this command post: 


1.) Beniowa (49-03N, 22~52-L0E): This town is located about 12 Im. 
fron Sianki. About 150 Soviet border troops are stationed here. 


2.) Buezkernia (49-03-4011, 2252-208): This town is located four 
IcLlometeres from Boniewa. About 100 border troops ere stationed 
here. 

b. Lutowsla (49-150, 22-428): About 250 border troops are stationed at 
this comand post. Tho hecdquarters for this post is located in a 
large building south of the tovm on the road to Smolnik (49=12u, 
22-42-3508). The following pabtol points are believed to be subordinate 
to this command post: 


1.) Tarnete, (49-06—-40N, 22—50—40E): About 100 mon are stationed here. 
2.) Lockiec (49-09-45, 22-466): Avevt 60 men are stationed in a 


former baronial ostato located in the woods about 800 meters fron 
the Son River. 


3.) Dydiowa (49-11N, 22-44~59E): Retween 80 and 120 men are stationed 
here. Sai of them ere billeted in a schocl located just left 
of the church in the towm. ono check point is located on one 
‘gide of the towm, and another on the opposite side. 
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4.) Pohary (49~12-501, 22-458): From 15 to 30 men are stationed here. 


5.) Boborka (49-12=30l, 22-475): Abont 150 border troops ere stationed 


here. 


6.) Zurewyn (49-130, 22-36-25): About 10 to 15 men are stationed here. 


here are also border posts at the following points elong the border. 
Source does not know to whet comand post these border posts are subordinate. 


a. Smolnik: Sixty men ore stationed in a building near the church. 


be Chmiel (40~13N, 22-36-25£): Border troops (size unkuotm) are Llocatod 
in or noar the church. 


Between the border patrol points there are also border defense points which 
are nenned by throo to four mon. These defense points ere usually locatod 
in a wolleconcoaled bunker on top of a hill; one about ovory vo kilometers. 
Bach point is equipped with machine puns, machine pistols, flares, rockets, 
and telephones. The characteristic lay-out of these defense points is a 
circular trench in the comter of which ia a one-story wooden structure 
housing the troops. Radiating out fron the house are arterial trenches. 


Ga high peaks overlooking the border thore are usually observation posts. - 
One men is on duty at each post. Te is equiped with a machine gun, a mashing 
pistol, flares, end a telephone. 


hore are nu systematic air patrols of this orea of the border, and there 
aro no regular sirficlds in Turka Raiome Idawover, there aro threo fighter 
plenos lecated at a small field at Jablonka (40-12-1000, 226056205) which 
vay be used for such patrols. 


There is no rail treffic along the railroad which parallels the border 
from a point north of Buegkearnia,until it ervsses into zZakerpatskaya Ublast 
south of Sionki beceuso the Soviets demolished the overpass in furka during 
their retreat in 1941. This was » stono arch~type overpass, about half 
a kilcaneter long and about fifty moters above the pround, which crossed 
voth the Stry River end tho main highway through Turkeas <At this point the 
bridge enters a tunnel which was also partially damaged. Source believes 
that it will be et le st five years befere this bridge will be in operation 
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
